State Senator C. R. Hawkins 
(Rep.) of Brumley, committee 
chairman, said the bill for a new 
school finance system would 
contain a provision making it in- 
effective until complete funds 
become available. 

Collections under the 2-cent 
Sales tax total about $90,000,000 
a year. It was estimated the 
increase would bring in an addi- 
tional $45,000,000. One-third of 
the collections go for school 
purposes, the remainder for 
other state purposes. 

Illinois has a 3 per cent sales 
tax but no state income tax. 
Missouri has a state income tax 
besides the 2 per cent sales tax. 

The bill for a new school 
finance law proposed by the 
committee would replace the 
present complicated statutory 
provisions for administration of 
three separate levels of state 
aid to public school districts.

“There is also need for eco- 
nomic policies which will help 
to develop under - developed 
countries ... In a free society 
it is normal that the developed 
countries lend money to the 
under-developed countries .. . 
It is the United States which 
has the most capital available 
to help to develop other coun- 
tries. We must find a way to 
put it to work.” 

The secretary said today that 
the question of how to imple- 
ment this policy is complicated 
—how to stimulate private cap- 
ital and create an investment 
climate in the recipient country. 

Until Dodge reports, Dulles 
said, there would be no plan 
other than the economic aid 
programs already on the books. 

Asked whether he meant to 
suggest that the problems in 
Asia can be met entirely by pri- 
vate investment, Dulles said he 
thought there must be more 
governmental aid in the Far 
East than perhaps in other areas 
because the political situation 
was less stable there. Opportu- 
nities for private investment 
exist in India, Ceylon and other 
countries, however, he said. 

Dulles said in a speech in 
Chicago a week ago that the 
United States should find a 
way to put capital to work in 
the underdeveloped countries.

FREED CANADIAN 
FORBIDDEN TOTALK 
ABOUT U.S. FLYERS 


TOKYO, Dec. 7 (AP)—Canadi- 
an Squadron Leader Andrew R. 
Mackenzie arrived tonight from 
Hong Kong “under direct orders 
from Ottawa” to tell nothing 
more about the United States 
flyers or anything else he saw 
during two years in Communist 
Chinese captivity. 

The 34-year-old ace, who men- 
tioned in Hong Kong after his 
release Sunday that he saw 
American airmen in his prison 
camp, was whisked from Haneda 
airport by a military escort. 

An embassy attache told of 
the orders from the Canadian 
capital to permit no press ‘inter- 
views. 

It was explained later to re- 
porters by Wing Comdr. Donald 
Skene, of Torontc, Mackenzie’s 
brother-in-law, that the liberated 
pilot knew only of the Ameri- 
cans in his camp, not the 11 
airmen recently sentenced by 
Red China on spy charges. 
Skene, also in the Royal Canadi- 
an Air Force, accompanied Mac- 
kenzie on the flight from Hong 
Kong. 

Mackenzie and Skene have 
booked space on a flight leaving 
Tokyo for Vancouver Wednes- 
day afternoon.

FRANCE FEELS OUT 


RUSSIA ON TALKS 


PARIS, Dec. 7 (AP)—With 
British and American consent, 
France has approached the So- 
viet Union on the possibility of 
a four-power conference on the 
German problem next year. 

French official sources said 
today that, under instructions 
from Premier Mendes-France, 
the French embassy in Moscow 
last week delivered to the Krem- 
lin a copy of the Premier’s | 
United Nations speech Nov. 22 
and called Soviet attention to 
passages in which he spoke of 
a possible meeting with the Rus- 


sians next May after ratification | 
st | 


of the Paris accords for We 
German rearmament. 

The embassy told the Russians 
that if they are interested, prep- 
arations for sueh a meeting 
should be carried on through 
normal diplomatic channels, the 
Paris informants said. There 
was no immediate report on the 
Russian reaction. 

The disclosures coincided with 
a new move within the French 
National Assembly to delay ap- 
plication of the Paris agree- 
ments on West German rearma- 
ment until the West has had an- 
other discussion with Russia of 
Germany’s future. This was a 
point made last Saturday by 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle in a 
speech to his followers. 

French sources said Jean Le- 
roy, French charge d'affaires in 
Moscow, handed the Mendes- 
France speech to the Russian 
foreign office with a request 
for Soviet opinion on the con- 
tents. Both Britain and the 
United States were informed of 
the step and will be kept in- 
formed of future developments. 

Leroy was reported to have 
stressed the section in which 
Mendes-France said the Rus- 
sians could demonstrate their 
sincerity and the usefulness of 
another conference on Germany 
by prompt agreement on the 
Austrian independence treaty. 

Leroy acted in the absence of 
Ambassador Louis Joxe, who is 
now winding up a short vacation 
with a series of top level con- 
sultations. He will head back 
to Moscow by plane tomorrow.

Treasury Head Tells 
Subcommittee Pro- 
gram Increases Jobs, 
Output. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP) 
—Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey said today 
the Eisenhower Administration 
had been following policies ‘“de- 
signed to promote high employ- 
ment, rising production, and a 
stable dollar.” 

Mone policies in effect 
since the Republicans came into 
office two years ago, Humphrey 
said, were advocated by Demo- 
cratie-led congressional commit- 
tees in reports made in 1950 
and 1952. 

He referred to -predecessors 
of a subcommittee on economic 
stabilization of the Senate- 
House Committee on the Eco- 
nomic Report, before which he 
testified today. The earlier re- 

orts were made by Senator 

aul Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, 
and Representative Wright Pat- 
man (Dem.), Texas. 

Senator Ralph E. Flanders 
(Rep.), Vermont, heads the pres- 
ent subcommittee. 

No Direct Reply to Clark. 

Humphrey made no direct ref- 
ference in his prepared testi- 
mony to attacks on his policies 
and those of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, which were made 
yesterday by John D. Clark, a 
member of former President 
Truman's Council'‘of Economic 
Advisers and Seymour Harris, 
professor of economics at Har- 
vard University. 

He declared that joint action 
by the Treasury and the Fed- 
eral Reserve had established an 
“impressive” record. He said 
economic stability had been pro- 
moted “first by helping to re- 
strain inflation and then later 
by helping to avoid deflation.” 

At a press conference yester- 
day Humphrey said the fedega) 
budget could not be balanced in 
the coming fiscal year. 

He said today major tax re- 
ductions and revisions, the end- 
ing of price and wage controls, 
better management of the fed- 
eral debt and other measures 
were “helping sustain the econ- 
omy, ingrease employment and 
production.” 

Fellowing Previous Policy. 

In these monetary policies, 
Humphrey declared, “We have 
in fact been following the poli- 
cies advocated by your predecés- 
sor subcommittees that—as stat- 
ed in the Douglas report of Jan- 
uary 1950, in language reaf- 
firmed in the Patman report of 
June 1952—‘appropriate vigor- 
ous, and co-ordinated monetary, 
credit and fiscal policies’ should 
‘constitute the Government's pri- 
mary and principal methed’ of 
promoting full employment and 
avoiding economic instability.” 

Clark said “very great dam- 
age has been done” to the econ- 
omy by “an unhappy experiment 
with repressive monetary pol- 


icy.” 
He contended the Eisenhower 
Administration's money mah- 


agers “set out to upset the busi- 
ness boom” and now “compli- 
ment themselves that they have 
done well in not bringing on a 
real depression.” 

Another critical witness from 
a panel of business men and 
economists was Prof. Harris, 
who told the committee an in- 
crease in interest rates caused 
by Treasury and Reserve Board 
policies early in 1953 “contrib- 
uted to the recession which fol- 
lowed,” 

He said that in the first half 
of 1953 the Federal rve Sys- 
tém “suffered from inflationary 
jitters” and that “the Treasury 
seems to have contracted & gen- 
uine inflationary neurosis. 

Praise for Policies. 

Frazar B. Wilde, president of 
Connecticut General Life Insur- 
ance Co,, of Hartford, Conn., 
however, praised Administration 
fiscal policies. Wilde agreed 
with a previous Treasury and 
Reserve Board assessment of the 
situation that in 1952 and early 
1953 the economy was in m | 
conditions calling for restraint 
of credit “if boom or bust was 
to be avoided or mitigated. 

The authorities “lived up to 
their responsibilities” and fol- 
lowed “sound policy” in money 
and credit control, Wilde said. 

Meanwhile Democrats hopped 
on Humphrey's declaration that 
a balanced budget was, out for 
next year.

This theory has been advanced 
here by Prof. Franz Borkenau, 
a scholar of Communist affairs 
and sometimes consultant for 
various United States agencies 
and organizations. 
The secretary was Alexander 
N. Poskrebyshev who is about 
65 years old if he still lives. An 
actor, playing his part, had a 
small role in the Soviet film 
about the Nazi defeat at Stalin- 
grad. It was almost the only 
evidence the Soviet people had 
had of his existence. 
Poskrebyshev seems, however, 
to have been a powerful if hid- 
den influence in the immediate 
vicinity of Stalin as long ago as 
1934. He shared his secretarial 
duties with a man who since has 
become much better known — 
Georgi M. Malenkov. 
Writing in the Rheinischer 
Merkur, a Rhineland weekly, 
Prof. Borkenau suggests that 
Staliz may have been almost in-. 
capable of making decisions in 
the months before his death 
early in 1953 and that much of 
the business transacted in 
Stalin's name may have been 
the work of Poskrebyshev. 
Borkenau credits the general 
theory that there was a sharp 
conflict for power among Malen- 
kov, Nikita, Khrushchev, now 
first secretary of the Commu- 
nist party, and Lavrenty P. 
Beria, the police boss who was 
executed a year ago. 
To this familiar pattern of 
struggle among these three, 
Borkenau adds a second bitter 
conflict—that between the 
“troika” and Poskrebyshev. 
Poskrebyshev unquestionably 
engineered many of the purges 
in the 1930s and perhaps was 
planning’a similar blood-letting 
early in 1953 to establish him- 
self in power. Borkenau sug- 
gests that the arrest of the 
Kremlin doctors was Poskreby- 
shev’s work and was intended to 
begin the purges. 
Borkenau also suggests that 
the execution of Poskrebyshev 
was “the first and only unani- 
mous” action of the “trium- 
virate” once Stalin died.

Reds’ Need of Time. 

In this view the reason that 
the Communists are putting for- 
ward the “peaceful co-existence” 
line is that they urgently need 
some years of peace in which 
they can build up their econ- 
omies and give their peoples 
some consumer goods to make 
them happy. In particular Com- 
munist China, ravaged by the 
worst floods in 50 years, is in 
desperate need of time to con- 
solidate the Communist hold on 
the country. To give them this 
chance, runs the argument of 
those who want to tighten the 
clamps on trade, would be the 
height of folly since once hav- 
ing built a secure industrial base 
they could proceed to all-out 
war preparation. 

Stassen has pointed out that 
the changes in the embargo list 
were approved by all Govern- 
ment departments.

In the latest semi-annual report 
to Congress under the Mutual 
Defense Assistance Control Act, 
popularly known as the Battle 
Act, Stassen said: 

“When the 15 governments 
had completed their long review 
and had finally agreed on the 
international lists, the United 
States Government, as an active 
member of the group, consid- 
ered that the security interests 
of the United States and the 
free world were adequately safe- 
guarded—especially in view of 
the fact that the co-operative 
nature of the control program 
had been preserved and the net 
reduction of commodities was 
accompanied by firm arrange- 
ments for stronger enforcement. 
Thus the corresponding revision 
of the Battle Act lists was made 
with confidence that it was a 
move in the best interests of the 
United States.” 

Battle Act Provisions. 

The report frankly pointed 
out that the revisions provided 
the opportunity for an expan- 
sion of “general trade” with the 
Soviet bloc which “could have 
a bearing on the development 
of peaceful East-West rela- 
tions.” In other words this was 
considered as one means of 
reaching the kind of modus 
vivendi— means of living to- 
gether—of which the President 
was talking. 

The Battle Act provides that 
American aid must be shut off 
to nations shipping munitions 
or atomic goods to Soviet Russia. 
But if other strategic items on 
the embargo list are shipped, 
the President may continue aid 
if he determines that stopping 
it would clearly be detrimental 
to the security of the United 
States. Under this provision 
President Eisenhower ordered 
aid to continue to Britain, Den- 
mark, France, Italy and Norway 
although they had _ permitted 
“relatively small shipments” of 
goods on the list to go to Russia, 
Poland, Hungary and Czecho- 
slovakia. The most conspicuous 
instance was the delivery of a 
tanker by Denmark to Russia, 
the contract for the tanker hav- 
ing been let three years before 


The United States policy with 
regard to the conference was 
carefully worked out over a 
period of six to seven months, 
Humphrey and Hoover said, and 
was based on the views of all 
the Government departments 
concerned. Humphrey said he 
had heard no arguments which 
would cause him to change the 
policy he took to Brazil. 
Humphrey made it clear at 
the outset he does not think 
there is any such thing as “a 
South American problem.”

Bra- 
zilians have shut out the foreign 
capital and skills needed to de- 
velop their oil fields. Misman- 
agement of the coffee industry 
constitutes another problem. 
“Our objective is to obtain 
strong, equitable governments in 
these countries,” Humphrey said. 
“These will produce better liv- 
ing conditions for the people and 
that will help us.

Development Seen. 
“No one should get the idea 
the South Americans are down- 
at-the-heel, either.

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Trimming Angels’ Wings 

Now that the elections are over and the next 
Congress is nearly a month away, Senators 
and Representatives may be able to give a little 
thought to how much it cost to win their seats 
or to retain them. 

Early in the campaign one radio commentator 
said that he was being conservative in estimat- 
ing that this year’s electioneering would cost 
more than $20,000,000. Who really knows? 

There is a logical assumption that off-year 
drives for votes cost less thari the all-out efforts 
of presidential years. The national committees 
are less directly involved. Instead of tying most 
of the party candidates’ hopes to the coat-tails 
of the presidential nominee, there are scores of 
more or less independent contests. 

Yet there are just as many devices for avoid- 
ing really complete reports of expenditures. And 
there is the same interest in establishing party 
majorities. Thus H. R. Cullen and his family, 
Texas oil people, are reported to have sent at 
least $25,000 into Colorado to beat John Carroll. 
The anti-Carroll fight also had Rockefeller and 
Du Pont support. 

Two men especially have tried to do something 
about the risks to democracy in the high cost 
of running for office: Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois and Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. of 
Missouri. They ought to try again in the new 
Congress. Top limits on expenditures should be 
realistic enough to cover the high cost of radio 
and television time, both now essential to effec- 
tive campaigning. But the law should go much 
further than it now does to command reporting of 
all funds spent on behalf of a candidate. 

Typical of many reports is that’ filed by the 
Missouri Republican state finance committee. 
This shows that the committee received $139,042 
and spent $138,278 in connection with last No- 
vember’s election. It also lists individual con- 
tributors. But it tells nothing about the Kansas 
City and Jackson county Republican organiza- 
tions since these raised and disbursed their own 
money. And, of course, there is no accounting 
for the various independent pro-Eisenhower 
groups. The report of the Democratic State 
Committee is similar, except that this .group 
raised only $55,495 and spent $54,953. 

Most “independent” committees for whose 
activities neither candidate nor party are held 
accountable need make no report of any kind. 
They constitute the real “boodle’’ zone. Thought 
also should be given to the extent to which a 
candidate may seek or accept support from indi- 
viduals and organizations outside his constitu- 
ency. . 

Our party system hardly lends itself to the 
“membership” system used, for example, by the 
British Labor party. This calls for the regular 
collection of a very small sum as “dues” from 
all voters who consider themselves members of 
the party. It provides not only the base of the 
party’s campaign fund, but also a sense of be- 
longing .which is a great help toward party 
discipline. 

The last presidential campaign, however, did 
produce an American innovation which may lead 
to the American solution. It was the effort of 
Stevenson backers to collect a great many $5 
campaign contributions. 

The hope for $5 from every voter is too 
high for realization. The not unattainable ideal 
however is more and more $5 gifts and fewer 
and fewer five-figure checks. 

Such a system can hardly be created by act 
of Congress, but a tightening up of campaign 
regulations would be a step in the right direc- 
tion—a step away from dependence on party 
“angels” and so a step toward more independent 
government. 
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What to Do About Sparrows 

The cat-fancier-vs.-bird-fancier feud has flared 
up again, proving that the conflict between the 
fanciers is more vicious than the conflict be- 
tween parties of the first part, cat and bird. 

This time tempers are inflamed by the offer 
by a bird fancier of $1000 reward for passage of 
anti-cat legislation. The eat people have struck 
back. They offer $10,000 reward to anybody se- 
curing passage of a law that will penalize lobby- 
ing for anti-cat or anti-other-pet laws. 

And what, apart from ducking, can be done by 
the unfortunate person who likes both cats and 
birdé? 

One thing he can do, as the cat people sug- 
gest, is to start worrying about the sparrows 
and starlings whose vast numbers seem to be 
driving native species away from urban areas. 

One bird-fancier of our acquaintance, who 
couldn't get over his prejudice against sparrows, 
constructed an ingenious gadget for his feeder, 
by which the pull of a cord would activate a 
paddle. He would sit by the window spanking 
the sparrows as‘they showed up, in their greedy 
way, to monopolize the handout. It worked, too, 
he says. In time the sparrows got conditioned 
against his feeder, and all he had to worry about 
was conditioning each new crop of sparrows 
which tried to take over. 

For those who don’t have the time to discipline 
sparrows at the feeder, we don’t know what to 
suggest. We know this much, though, that it 
won't do any good to offer $100,000 for an anti- 
sparrow law. 
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The Berlin Election Returns 

The happiest result of the Berlin elections 
was the quick announcement by the winning 
Socialists that they would govern the city in co- 
operation with Chancellor Adenauer's Christian 
Democrats, Since the Socialists won 64 seats to 
the Christian Democrats’ 44, this is a clear mani- 
festation of democratic solidarity in a city sur- 
rounded by the Russians. 

Both parties improved their standing in the 
city government, the Christian Democrats more 
so than the Socialists. As in the recent elections 
in Bavaria and Hesse, the gains were made at 
the expense of the Free Democrats who have 
been trying to improve their political fortunes 
by objecting to the Saar agreement roughed out 
by Adenauer and French Premier Mendes- 
France. 

Again the real issue was German rearmament 
under the London-Paris agreements, This is 
favored by the Christian Democrats and strongly 
opposed at this time by the Socialists. There is 
some reassurance for the Western alliance in the 
5 per cent gain in votes by the Christian 
Democrats, but this certainly must be discount- 
ed by the hard fact that the Socialists won 
20 more seats—enough to put them just ahead of 
any possible opposition alliance. 

Here, then, is another demonstration that it 
would be risky for the Adenauer government to 
delay ratification of the agreements with the 
other Western powers. After all, its Berlin gains 
were not made at the expense of the Socialist 
opposition, and in other recent elections it has 
lost ground. ; 

It would be hazardous to make predictions 
about the future of the Adenauer coalition or 
even to “spot a trend.” But these elections are 
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in the record, and pre-Hitler leaders, including 
two Weimar Chancellors, Bruening and Luther, 


_ are speaking out against rearmament. Adenauer’s 


majorities in the Bundesrat and the Bundestag in 
Bonn, however, are still substantial. They pro- 
vide the opportunity not only for ratification but 
for explaining why ratification is necessary. 
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Dixon-Yates—95 and5 

Messrs. Dixon and Yates, in public appearances 
which are caleulated to win friends and influ- 
ence people in favor of their contract to supply 
power to the TVA, have neglected to explain one 
point among others. To-wit: 

Why is it that the interests represented by 
Messrs. Dizon and Yates are investing only § 
per cent of the capital necessary to build their 
West Memphis power plant, the other 95 per 
cent to be lent by life insurance companies and 
other purchasers of first mortgage bonds and 
notes?’ 

As a general rule, the Federat Power Commis- 
sion considers proper in the utility business a 
50-50 balance between equity (or risk) capital 
put up by stockholders,-and mortgage capital put 
up by bondholders. When stockholders own & 
smaller share of the property, it is felt, the man- 
agement which represents them may not act so 
prudently and carefully as when its own invest- 
ment is deeply involved. j 

As against the FPC’s general rule of 50-50, 
however, Messrs. Dixon and Yates propose to 
put up only 5 per cent equity (or risk) capital, 
while allotting 95 per cent to the holders of 
bonds or other debt. 


Some utility interests, for example the Bell . 


Telephone system, argue that for really sound 
operations mortgage debt ought to represent far 
less than 50 per cent of a utility’s capital 
structure. 

But in the Dixon-Yates deal, the mortgage 
would represent a full 95 per cent. 

The Middle South Utilities Corp., headed by 
Edgar H. Dixon, controls three operating com- 
panies. On the basis of. values stated in their 


own published balance sheets, these companies 


observe the following ratios between bonded. 
debt and equity or stock investment: 

Arkansas Power & Light, 62 per cent debt, 38 
per cent equity. 

Louisiana Power and Light, 56 per cent debt, 
44 per cent equity. 

Mississippi Power and Light, 61 per cent debt, 
39 per cent equity. 

That's how Mr. Dixon does business in Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and Mississippi. But when it 
comes to supplying power for TVA, through the 
brokerage of the Atomic Energy Commission, he 
proposes to do business on a basis of 95 per cent 
debt and 5 per cent equity. 

Why the difference? 
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Hooray, New Licenses 

Missourians will, we suspect, unwrap next 
year’s auto license plates as if they were Christ- 
mas presents. For the plates will be brand spank- 
ing new. Many of the present licenses have been 
around for five years gathering rust, becoming 
illegible and otherwise disgracing auto, owner 
and state. 

Now the generous word from Jefferson City 
is that new plates will be issued in ’55, with yel- 
low letters on black background for passenger 
cars.. Not two plates, of course. Unlike most other 
states, Missouri is still not that generous. But at 
least motorists will get new plates and new 
numbers and can start the usual scramble for 
two-digit licenses. 

Maybe there is some kind of trend in what 
Missourj and Illinois are doing. The Missouri 
license colors are akin to those of the State Uni- 
versity. Illinois has adopted orange on blue, a 
patriotic coloration achieved after consultation 
with Coach Ray Eliot whose Illini football play- 
ers wear the same. It is hard to satisfy every- 
body, though. One old grad contends the license- 
plate blue is too dark and the orange too light 
and J. C. Caroline wouldn't report for a kick-off 
in such colors. 

As 1955 marches on, Missouri licenses will of- 
fer a riot of color, It will take a year to replace 
the old plates, and in the meantime there 
will be a confusion of black, yellow, white, red 
and even green (for special vehicles). Anyhow, 
we will all get new plates, and they will be hap- 
pily lacking of any such stirring mottoes as Corn 
State or Tour Kentucky. The licenses will simply 
say Missouri, in forthright fashion} Who will ar- 
gue that Missouri is not enough?

_ These are serious charges well worth the most 
exhaustive investigation by both press and Ad- 
ministration. Censorship ean be justified only in 


the field of military secrets, and every effort to 


expand its scope must be resisted.

Gentle and kindly Ralph L. Millett was 
one of the most widely admired news- 
paper men in Tennessee. He was asso- 
ciate editor of the Memphis Press- 
Scimitar at the time of his death and 
had held that post for 22 years. 


Ralph Millett was a native of Maine, 
descendant of a family of colonial 
preachers. In 1953, at 74, he won the 
Christopher award for an editorial based 
on the words of President Kisenhower's 
inaugural address: “A soldier's pack is 
not so heavy a burden as a prisoner's 
chains.” 


Mr. Millett first won fame in Dallas, 
Tex., where he was editor of the Dailas 
Dispatch. It was in 1916 that he wrote 
the editorial which he was to cherish 
for the remainder of his newspaper ca- 
reer. 


A policeman shot and killed a young 
boy. Millett condemned him in a scath- 
ing editorial. The policeman came down 
to the newspaper office, with blood in 
his eye, demanding that the newspaper 
refrain from ever again printing his 
name. He made threats of dire con- 
sequences on Millett. 

The next day Millett printed on the 
first page of the Dallas Dispatch the 
editorial which was destined to cause 
the policeman to leave town and was to 
change the Dallas police department 
from a power above the law to a true 
agency of law enforcement. 

Millett signed the editorial and gave 
his street address, so that the threaten- 
ing policeman would know where to 
find him. 

That editorial of which Ralph Millett 
was proud to the day he died follows: 


ADAMS’S MISTAKE

R. F. (Bob) Adams, the bicycle po- 
liceman who shot Duard Mize in the 
back as the 17-year-old boy ran away 
from an automobile that had been 
stolen Sunday night, called at the 
Dallas Dispatch business office last 


night shortly before 6 o’clock and made 
threats of violence. 
He said that if his name were ever 


used in this paper again he “would 


come down and clean up the dump” and 
when he “cleaned up” he would ‘clean 
up right.” 

Adams made a mistake! 

The time has been in Dallas, perhaps, 
when a man could walk into a news- 
paper office, threaten men with death 
and stop them from doing their duty. 
But that day has passed. 


Most of the men who work for the 
Dallas Dispatch have families. 

Their lives are as dear to them as 
Duard Mize’s life was to him. 

They have no more courage than the 
man or woman who is reading this arti- 
cle. But they do believe in doing what 
they consider to be their duty. 

Duty is not always a pleasant task. 

But the real trouble is not with 
Policeman Adams—he is just one man 
and Dallas is a city of 120,000 people. 

The reat trouble—the grave crime is 
that an act like his should be condoned 
in a civilized community, that a boy can 
be shot down in the back and his slayer 
not even put to the inconvenience of 
being placed in jail. 

Perhaps Bob Adams is joking, perhaps 
he means business. He certainly meant 
business when he told Duard Mize that 
he would kill him if he didn’t stop. 

Ralph Waldo Emerson said: “As gas 
light is found to be the best nocturnal 
police so the universe protects itself by 
pitiless publicity.” 

Adams, printer’s ink. is our only 
weapon! 

Duty our only coat of mail! 


Millett got no sleep the night after 
that editorial was printed, and neither 
did the policeman. 

Policeman Adams went to the West 
Coast and did not return. 

And the editorial came to symbolize 
the day when Dallas changed from a 
rough m town to the true metropolis 
of north Texas.

In the early days of the New 
Deal, with the establishment of 


dozens of agencies like the Home

The next logical step was to 
create pronounceable abbrevia- 
tions to eliminate the need for 
spelling out each element in the 
title. The abbreviation for Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps, 
which, in the twenties, had been 
generally spelled out “ROTC” 
was discovered to be pronounce- 
able. So, by the mid-thirties, 
the American term was usually 
heard as “ROH-tuh-see”—and 
one of the earliest American 
acronyms was created. 

Acronyms did not reach their 
full flower of popularity, how- 
ever, until World War II, when 
designations such as WAC, 
WAVE and RADAR became so 
commonplace that most laymen 
never realized that they were 


actually abbreviations for long- 


er phrases. 


In point of time, the responsi- 
bility for creation of the first 
pronounceable abbreviations (the 
word “acronym” hadn't been 
coined then) can probably be 
laid to the British who, in World 
War ANZAC 
(Australian and New Zealand 
Army Corps) and DORA (De- 
fense of the Realm Act).

VEN when the child asks to 

do something which is much 

too difficult or dangerous for 
him to try, he may be persuaded 
to settle for some contributing 
activity. 

What can a child under six 
do when you are using the pow- 
er mower? When you are wash- 


prepar- 
ing for the big job, although at 
times you may feel it would be 
safer and easier to have the 
child somewhere else. 

In preparation for using the 
power mower the child can help 
pick up sticks and stones. He 
can bring you the pail that you 
have to fill with water before 
you can wash windows. 


These little things fascinate 
the young child, and some of 
them he can do alone, while for 
others he needs your help. 

If you plan to paint a wall or 
cupboard, your four-year-old 
wants to help instead of being 
sent off to play with his tops. 
He can be a genuine help to 
you: The paint has to be stirred 
to be mixed well. 

Put many layers of newspaper 
on the floor and find a stick the 
right size for him to manage. 
Dress him appropriately in a 
smock or apron and help him 
to find a position which, for him, 
is comfortable while stirring the 
paint. He will likely do it very 
carefully and spill very little. 
And you will be free to do some- 
thing else. 

“Let me do it!” is a part of 
experimenting together. It is an 
important part of learning to 
work together. It is an import- 
ant part of living together. 

Often I am asked, “What is 
your formula for working with 
children?” I explain at the be- 
ginning that it is not possible to 
work with children successfully 
unless you understand them. 

To see them as they are is the 
first and most important step. 
It is easier for the teacher than 
for the parent, for the teacher 
does not have the emotional ties 
with the child that the parent 


has.

I hear this is that I know the 
parents will continue to look for 
these personality traits. They 
will consciously or unconsciously 
create an environment in which 
they may be emphasized. In 
this way children are often 
gently shoved in a direction in 
which they may or may not want 
to go.

E KNOW that children 
W change as they grow and 
mature. It is important 
that we see them as growing 
children who change as they 
reach each new stage of growth. 
The longer you live and work 
with children the more con- 
vinced you become that you can- 
not pretend with them. They 
see through your behavior. Your 
remarks become hollow to them 
when you say things that are 
not quite true. 
There is an old saying, “A 
liar has short feet,” the impli- 
cation being that ‘he cannot run 
fast. Young children do run 
fast, and they catch you very 
quickly. 
Parents are human. They get 
tired, and when they are tired 
are sometimes irritable. 
When people are irritable they 
are hard to please, and children 


learn this very quickly. When 
you are admit it to them, 
but be nable: don’t pretend 


you are ready to take on a 
tussle. 

A parent once confessed to 
me, with guilty overtones, that 
sometimes she just exploded at 
her young child, found it impos- 
sible to keep her emotions from 
bursting forth. She was sur- 
prised when I remarked, “Well, 
sometimes it’s better for the 
child to know where he stands 
with you. At least you are being 
honest with him.” 

But be sure to let the children 
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see your happy and relaxed side, 
too. Play and sing with them 
when you feel like it. Play with 
blocks and puzzles and enjoy 
every minute of it. It is not be- 
neath you, nor does it indicate 
that you are trying to be young- 
er than you are. 

Parents and teachers must 
face the fact that the greatest 
portion of their work is to help 
each child unfold his own per- 
sonality. This is easy to say but 
hard to do. First look at your 
child as a total personality at 
whatever age he may be. What 
kind of a personality do you see? 


oa . . 

ET me describe a 4-year-old 

boy and his personality as I 

see it. He has blond hair and 
blue eyes. He is large for his 
age, being quite tall, and he 
gives the impression that he has 
been well fed. He is active and 
.seems to bounce around even 
when he is sitting or standing. 

He wants adult attention and, 
when he doesn’t get as much of 
it as he wants, he seeks it out 
by dancing around in front of 
his parents and friends. Maybe 
he adds a few silly remarks just 
to be sure that someone will 
notice him. 

His power of concentration 
when listening to records or 
looking at books is good. Many 
times he will content himself 
with either of these activities for 
35 or 40 minutes. He likes to 
sing. 

He can be constructive in his 
play, when he feels like it, but 
at times his investigations lead 
him into difficulty; once he even 
took the bathroom scale apart. 

He is no sissy. He is healthy 
and happy. It is his parents 
who have helped him build his 
own personality. They have not 
suppressed him nor have they 
allowed him to be so aggressive 
that he is difficult. 

In the first chapter of this 
series I asked if you enjoyed 
your children’s company. If 
you don’t enjoy having them 
around, you can’t pretend that 
you do, day after day. They 
will understand the truth about 
your feeling for them. 

They will be good company to 
you if you open your heart to 
them, if you let yourself become 
a part of thelr play; if you 
share with them the things of 
interest all around you, which 
they must still discover with 
your help. 

If you respect your children’s 
ideas, they will respect yours. 
If you have faith in them, they 
will trust you. If you co-operate 
with them, they will co-operate 
with you. If you help them to 


develop a sense of value, they 
in turn will respect your prop- 
erty. 

If you are honest with your

HEN a player passes 13 

high-card points, two and 

one-half honor tricks, he is 
gravely jeopardizing his side's 
game or slam chances, as the 
case may be. Granted, his part- 
ner may save the day temporar- 
ily by opening on his own ac- 
count, but he is going to be hard 
to convince that the combined 
hands have the power to land 
the game or slam—he is not apt 
to forget that original pass. 
Thus, it can be truly said that 
“conservatism” in respect to 
opening the bidding has the out- 
standing characteristic of a 
boomerang. Here’s a case in 
point, from a supposedly high- 
level game in a New Yosk aluh.

It is easy to see that North- 
South had 12 virtually cold 
tricks between them, and so 
they could not take pride in the 
nine-trick contract they reached, 

The primary fault in this mat- 
ter was South’s. With 13 points 
in high cards, 2% honor-tricks, 
and a five-card major suit, there 
was no sound reason for failing 
to open. 

In fairness to South, however, 
it must be said that he did what 
he could do to make amends. 
His two no-trump response to 
the heart was calculated to tell 
North that South had passed a 
very respectable hand. A one- 
spade response, after passing, 
would have been atrocious, and 
the general nature of the hand 
made a two-spade response un- 
wise. As for trying to “compen- 
sate” fully for the original pass 
‘by leaping to three no-trump— 
South knew his partner made 
very light third-hand bids and 
so did not want to hamstring 
him. 

But even while criticizing 
South for not opening, we must 
point out that North also was 
something less than aggressive 
when he merely raised to three 
no-trump. If he had logically 
bid three diamonds, South could 
have started to build the hand 
up by bidding three spades, and 
from that point on it would not 
have required great boldness for 
the partners to reach the super- 
sound contract of six no-trump.
